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1. PROVISION OF MONITORING OF PRESS AND PROPAGANDA BROADCASTS 
OF FOREIGN TOWE RS 

(C.I.G. 1/lj O.I.G. 1/2, and O.I.G. l/3) 

ADMIRAL SOBERS recalled that the proposals raised in 
O.I.G* l/l and 1/2 had been considered provisionally in tho 
previous mooting. In view of General Vandonberg-'s suggestion 
that the operation of FBIS \>e assumed by State, that department 
had been asked to make a study of its capabilities. Tho State 
Department replied (in O.I.G. l/3) that while they woro keenly 

interested in having the monitoring service continue it would V 

bo impossible for the Department to assume administrative respon¬ 
sibility for FBIS during the next fiscal year, ADMIRAL SOBERS 
felt that these developments justified the Members in approving 
O.I.G. l/l, which in substance called for War Department opera¬ 
tion of PBIS under directives from tho Director of Central ? ;• 

Intelligence as to collecting and distributing missions. 

DR. LARGER underscored the reasons leading to State's 
conclusions. These were chiefly technical end budgetary. For > . 

example, Stato 03timated that ’the administrative costs of PBIS 
would mean a 50 per cent increase in tho entire amount budgeted 

for State's intelligence service--at a time when even the '$y* 

presently budgeted amounts had not boon finally approved by 

congress. There were also questions of the establishment of ... 

now stations in military zones, the transfer of some facilities ; i 

now under British auspices, the procurement of new equipment, 
and tho liko--all of which he felt could be more effectively 
handled by the War Department at present. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG observed that an eventual alternative 
to State or War Department administration would be direct con¬ 
trol by Central Intelligence, if O.I.G. wore to obtain an 

operating appropriation of its own. But such considerations K 

could not apply in tho solution of the immediate problem. 

In tho courso of the general discussion which followed 
it was brought out by ADMIRAL 30UERS that the Central Intelli- 

gonce Group at present could not accept a transfer of funds -C'£ 

from War for diroot administration of PBIS, since C.I.G, was 
not an authorized disbursing agency. It was therefore tho 
consensus of the Members that the best immediate solution was 

operation by the Director of Central Intelligence with the ; ; 

administrative assistance of the War Department. i ;

2. O.I.G. WEEKLY SU M MARY ' " :;.v 

ADMIRAL SOUERS invited discussion and criticism of the 
trial issue of the O.I.G, Weekly Summary circulated on 7 Juno. '4''* 

The discussion which followed centered on two issues developed 

by DR, LANGER: first, whether'interpretive articles such as 1 ’ 

the Weekly contained could be prepared more effectively in C.I.G., 
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as in the trial issue, or by specialists in the contributing 
departments; and second, the suggestion that the Weekly con¬ 
centrate on items whore the O.I.G, has something now or novel 
to add to the normal intelligence produced by the departments. 

As to tho first point, DR, LARGER emphasized that ho was 
wholly in favor of tho undertaking roprosentod by the Weekly 
Summary. Howovor, it was essential to make the Weekly tho 
best publication of which "this city” is capable, Tho job of 
interpretation needed to be done by people who have "responsi¬ 
bility and weight". For instance, ho thought it inevitable 
that the bost political comment would be obtained from the 
political sections of the State Department, where there was 
responsibility for policy as well as analysis, and that o.I.G. 
could hardly build up comparably well-informed groups of 
specialists within its own staff. On this assumption, he 
concluded that porhaps the preparation of articles for tho 
Weolcly should bo transferred to tho departmental oxperts, In 
this caso, DR, LANGER thought, tho O.I.G. editors would bo 
left with tho true, function of correlating political intelli¬ 
gence judgments from State with related military judgments 
from the armod services. On his second point, he believed it 
might be a mistake for the Weekly to offer interpretations of 
matters already well covered in other publications, or whore 
tho Weekly did not have "something to add". 

In acknowledging these issues, MR. MONTAGUE observed 
that the Weekly was not, of courso, to be a summary of all the 
incidents of a week but an attempt to put into perspective some 
of tho most important incidents and trends. Most of tho events 
with which the Weekly doalt had already boon reported briefly-- 
and without opportunity for olucidation--in the O.I.G. daily 
summaries precoding. The Weekly was to provide background 
and "depth", . The fact that the trial issuo was heavily 
"political" in substance reflected the undermanned state of 
the reports staff; he was awaiting tho arrival of several 
specialists from the contributing departments. 

As to sources of material for the Weekly, MR. MONTAGUE 
thought it was clear that these would always be primarily the 
departmental cables and telegrams, plus departmental summaries 
such as the G-2 Weekly Summary and the State Department situation 
reports* The reports staff did not receive "raw" or unovaluated 
data, A much greater degree of contact with the departmental 
specialists was imperative, ho agreed, and when the full staff 
had boon assembled such contact should and would bo continuous, 

ADMIRAL SOUERS commented that O.I.G, had been fully 
aware of departmental responsibilities for the analysis of 
intolligenco--tho State Department's responsibility for foreign 
political intelligence, and so on, Thoro was no attempt to 
compete with specialized summaries produced in 3tate, War, ancT 
Navy, On the other hand, as ho saw it, tho problem was to 
produce a "reader's digest" which would colloot and condense 
tho most significant judgments from all those sources. Ho had 
been reluctant to bogin the Weekly without an adequately manned 
staff and had given some thought to asking Members of I,A,B, to 
designate departmental oxperts who could meet with the reports 
staff on a regular basis, to insure policy screening at least-- 
though not necessarily to write the articles themsolves. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG proposed that the Weekly continue 
publication under tho common observation of the Members of 
and that ho be advised whenever it was found that departmental 
views had been distorted or otherwise improperly roprosentod. 
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Specifically, ho asked Dr, Langer to arrange a means whereby 
political intelligence texts could bo promptly checked when 
necessary with a State Department specialist. He transmitted 
further specific commonts and suggestions from G-2 regarding 
the trial- issue to Mr, Montague, 

The Members of I,A,B, were in agreement with General 
Vandenborg's proposal. 

COMMODORE REND commented that it was essential to commence 
regular publication of the Weekly, despite shortcoming that 
might be inevitable in early issues; and GENERAL MCDONALD and 
MR. LADD thought that, in view of all the circumstances, tho 
reports staff should be congratulated on a good beginning, 

3. PROVISIONS FOR COORDINATING THE ACQUISITION OF FO REIGN 

PUBLICATIONS

ADMIRAL SOUERS noted that roplios had not yet boon re¬ 
ceived from all Members regarding c,I,G. 9 , which had been 
circulated for informal consideration. After brief discussion, 
during which it was agrood to reduce the classification of the 
paper to "Restricted",
